a. to test if any spotting fluid in this kit 
or any product found in your households 
is safe to use on your carpet use tissue 
for testing spotting fluids of carpet col- 
ors, take these steps. 

(Step 1) Add suggested stain remover to 
inconspicuous spot of carpet. 

(Step 2) Lay white tissue or cloth over 
spot and press dull wood edge 
of brush to force any transfer 
of color from fabric to tissue. 

For large stained areas, rest a 
heavy object such as a brick 
or cold iron over tissue or cloth . 

This permits longer stain trans- 
fer time. Tissue or towels 
weighted down by a heavy ob- 
ject over damp spot p e r m i ts 
proper drying without brown- 
ing. When rug is dry, brush 
up nap with light strokes. 

SPONGE can be used to squeeze water over 
spot and used to sponge up rinse water after 
application. Wiping spotting fluids with 
sponge may spread stain if not used with care.

RULES 

RULE I 

Without fail, test each product before using on any fabric. 
Use tissue method. If color comes off onto tissue, DO NOT 
PROCEED. Call your professional carpet cleaner. IMPOR- 
TANT— IT IS NOT POSSIBLE FOR YOU OR ANY PRO- 
FESSIONAL SPOTTER TO DETERMINE FASTNESS OF COL- 
OR OR EFFECT ON TEXTURE WITHOUT TESTING BEFORE 
USE OF ANY DETERGENT OR SPOTTING AGENT. 

RULE II 

TEX-I-DRI when used on latex backed carpeting should be 
used in small quantities to prevent over wetting and damage 
to latex backing. 

RULE III 

•'•hen using water for rinsing fresh stains, blot or remove ex- 
cess water. ater may cause yellowing due to wicking ac- 
**o r _aa n cry~g. To reduce and avoid this possibility, add 
a few drops of Tarmo-Gen" to the last water rinse before 
wiping. This also recuces water stains. When Proto-Spot is 
used to renove stains, always neutralize with "Tanno-Gen" 
as last step o-efore drying. Drying with weighted tissue or 
towel is always recommended. 


a. Do NOT overwork Stain Removal Processes. 

b. You may not be able to identify all stains nor complete- 
ly remove some common stains such as some inks or iron rust 
(Re-agents to remove Iron Rust effectively on carpets are safe 
only in the hands of the Professional Carpet Cleaner whose 
professional kit gives him a better chance of complete re- 
moval . His results wil I be surer and his work easier if you Do 
NOT "Set the Stain" or "Spread the Spot". If your results 
are not completely effective, call your carpet cleaner EARLY 
and identify stain for him if possible. His knowledge of tex- 
tile chemistry will prevent permanent damage. 

RULE V 

a. Never rub hard or wipe hard with cloth or sponge to dry 
fabric. 

b. Placing towel over spot helps remove moisture. 

RULE VI 

Only TEX-I-DRI is a Dry Spotter, all other reagents are wet 
spotters. Do NOT use wet spotters until dry spotters have 
evaporated. Do NOT use dry spotter on wet fabrics.

GENERAL INSTRUCTIONS 

To use the Certified Guide for Spot and Stain Removal you 
will find each common removable spot is listed in alphabeti- 
cal order foil owed by the suggested spotting reagent in order 
of their solubil ity. EXAMPLE--Thus, Chewing Gum(Tex-l- 
Dri) this advised you to be guided for removal of chewing 
gum by turning to page on procedures and general comments 
in use of Tex-I-Dri. 

EXAMPLE — Ice Cream (Dri-Way cleaner-Neutro-Det-Tex- 
I— Dr i . This advises you that your first step for simplest re- 
moval of ice cream spills should be the Dri-Way cleaning 
method. If not satisfactorily removed, work residue as dir- 
ected with Neutro-Det, permit to dry, see Rule VI, any 
greasy residue will be removed with Tex-I-Dri. 

Work carefully, plan your spotting before you start; Do 
NOT feel compelled to work on every stain. Attempt only 
those spots that are listed in this guide as easily removable 
or reduced. All others should be left strictly alone. 

The rules, tools, techniques, and formula in this Spot and 
Stain Kit are approved by your leading Department Stores 
and the Carpet Cleaning Industry. These Certified products 
are commonly used world wide and are considered safe only 
after testing each spotter and spotting method on some in- 
conspicuous spot of the fabric to be cleaned. Due to the 
large variety of fibres, dyes, weaves, and operators' meth- 
ods over which we, the manufacturer, have no control, it 
makes it necessary for you, the user, to assume full respon- 
sibility for the use of this kit. Nor do we guarantee the re- 
sults obtained with the Certified Spot and Stain Kit.

A dry type spotter and dry cleaner for all greasy, oily areas 

PROCEDURES: 

Always test before using as described in Rule 1. 

Step 1 

Apply Tex-I-Dri tospot in small quantities and 
blotup with white tissues. Discard soiled tis- 
sues. Use Brush to tamp over tissue. 

Step 2 

If spot is a built up deposit, apply Tex-I-Dri 
directly and al low to penetrate. Work in with 
spatula to soften crust. Repeat as often as ne- 
cessary and scrape away and/or absorb soften- 
ed material as it forms. 

Step 3 

If spot is a smear or greasy area, then saturate 
cloth or tissue and wipe from outside area in 
toward center. To prevent spreading of stain, 
discard wipers often when soiled. Repeat Step 

1 , 2, or 3, if results warrant. 


COMMENTS: Tex-I-Dri is a combustible mixture requiring 
good ventilation. Do NOT smoke when using Tex-I-Dri or 
permitnear open flame. Tex-I-Dri is an excel lent dry clean- 
er for al I purposes . Refills available from your local distribu- 
tors. 


A PROFESSIONAL FORMULA 


Neutro-Det has the ability to wet, emulsify, solubilize 
and/or hold in suspension all wet soluble spots and stains. 
Neutro-Det is effective on over 80% of all spots if used 
soon enough. Always test Neutro-Det before using on any 
fabric as described in Rule 1. 

PROCEDURE 


Step 1 

Wet Spot with Neutro-Det. Use with spatula 
to manipulate spot. 

Step 2 

Absorb into tissue or towel. Rinse with the 
use of sponge. Repeat Step 1 and Step 2 if 
results warrant. 

Step 3 

Dry with weighted tissue or cloth as described 
in the use of Tissue .

TANNO-GEN 


A PROFESSIONAL FORMULA 

PROCEDURE: 

It is important that you test PROTO-SPOT before using on 
any fabric as described in Rule I. 

Removal of all spots and stains in the Proto-Spot classifica- 
tion should first be attempted with Neutro-Det. If Neutro- 
Det is not effective, then: 

Step 1 Apply Proto-Spot working gently into fabric 

with spatula. 

Step 2 Blot upwith white tissue and observe. Repeat 

Step 1 and Step 2 as long as results warrant. 

Step 3 Rinse several times with sponge and blot up 

all excess moisture. 

Step 4 Wet with a diluted solution of Tanno-Gen to 

neutralize Proto-Spot. 

Step 5 Dry with weighted tissue in cloth as described 

in use of Tissue .

A PROFESSIONAL FORMULA 

Always test Tanno-Gen before using on any fabric 
as described in Rule I. 

PROCEDURE: 

Step 1 Wet spot with Neutro-Det 

Step 2 Apply Tanno-Gen, work gently with Spatula 

Step 3 Blot upwith white tissue and observe. Repeat 

Step 2 and 3 if results warrant. 

Step 4 Rinse several times with sponge and plain water 

and absorb back with sponge after each rinse. 

Step 5 Dry with weighted tissue or cloth as described 

in use of Tissue. 

COMMENTS: Many rug and upholstery dyes are only safe 
with acid detergents. However, occasionally acids wil I 
cause bleeding of dyes or even a color change . If color 
changes you may be able to reverse this with immediate use 
of "Proto-Spot". Testing fabric and reagent before use will 
make you prepared for the proper use of Tanno-Gen.

PET STAIN REMOVER 


Dr i-Way Compound is composed of finely ground, highly ab- 
sorbent cellulose granules saturated with wet spotting deter- 
gents and Tex-I-Dri. 

A. DRI-WAY USED AS A POULTICE. 

Step 1 Scrape up excess spot with spatula. 

Step 2 On spot place a mound of Dri-Way about 1 " 

high, add to the Dri-Way either Tanno-Gen, 
Proto-Spot, or Tex-I-Dri, as required by Cer- 
tified Guide.
